NTENSLVE work is now proceeding to 
| complete the main buildings of Sweden’s 
great new medical centre, the Carolinian 
Hospital at Stockholm, The ultimate plan 
is so huge that it will take several years to 
complete, but the principal hospital premises 
are expected to be ready by the end of this 
year. The cost of construction will exceed 
iwo million pounds, of. which about two- 
thirds have hitherto been.-expended. 

The hospital will, when completed jn its 
first stage, contain 3,000 rooms, and provide 
accommodation for about 1,500 patients and 
over 1. doctors, nurses, and other 
personnel, Elaborate provision is also -bein 
made to protect the hospital’s services an 
patients from air raids. Subterranean rooms 
are now being blasted in the granite knoll 
on which the main buildings stand and under 
the surrounding park, where not only 
adequate shelters for a’. the patients and 
staff, but also an emergency underground 
hospital, will be fitted up. 

Qn the roof of the main buildings there 


' will be a sun terrace 215 metres long for the 


use of the patients. The ceiling of the ves- 
tibule of the hospital is being decorated with 
a big fresco, 10 metres by 3, symbolising the 
high aims of medical science and painted by 
Sweden’s famous royal artist, Prince Eugen. 

\Vithin the hospital grounds, which extend 
over a large area on a wooded, rocky section 
just outside the city limits, also a number of 
complementary buildings have been or are 
being erected for research hospital, clinical, 
isolation, administration, training, housing 
and. other purposes, including a national 
College of Nursing. 


RADIUM HOME 

One of these buildings, one of Sweden’s 
two Cripples’ Homes, a large structure with 
wards, dormitories; school-rooms, workshops, 
wliere annually several thousand patients are 
treated, was opened a few years ago. The 
“Radium Home,” the new cancer hospital, 
helonging to the Carolinian Medical Centre, 
was opened more recently. Thig institution 
is equipped with every possible technical re- 
sources; for instance, the physicians themselves 
never put anything down in writing, as 
dictaphones have been installed everywhere 
for their use. - : 

The *‘ Radium Home” accommodates some 
120 m-patients and possesses extensive facili- 
ties for the treatment of out-patients. It 
has five rooms for radium treatment, .and a 
number of wards for three or six patients. 
‘The radium is stored in special safes, and 
rigorous safety measures are employed to 
protect the doctors and nurses from the 
dangerous rays. When the radium tubes are 
taken from the safes the nurses stand behind 
lead screens ten centimetres thick, and the 
walls of the teleradium treatment department 
are built of iron-ore concrete 1.5 metres thick

The erection of this vast medical establish- 
ment has been largely prompted by a need to 
provide improVed ‘facilities for training and 
study for students of the Carolinian Medico- 
Chirurgical Institute at. Stockholm, which is 
now successfully moving its training to the 
new premises. This medical institution— 
which is entrusted with the awarding of the 
annual. Nobel Prize in Medicine—is the 
principal medical school of Sweden, although. 
there are medical faculties at both the 
Swedish State universities, and has about 
1,000 students. While extending the already 
good hospital accommodation for the public 
in the capital, the new Carolinian Hospital 
will thus constitute a national medical educa- 
tional centre, and will play a great réle in. 
the development of Sweden’s public medical.

RESTORATION NOW 
NEARLY COMPLETE

“Restoration of the Port Royal Habitation 


et Lower Granville, Nova Scotia, is nearing 
completion. The work is being done by the 
architectural division of the Surveys and En- 
gineering Branch of the Department of Mines 
and Resources, and when completed the 
buildings and the surroundings will be ‘under 
Be administration of the National Parks 
sureau. 

Reminiscent of early French colonist days, 
the re-built “halatation,” with its palisades 
and ancient buildings, is a full-size replica 
of the first fort or ‘‘habitation’’ of Port 
Royal, built in 1605 by the French, under 
de Monts and Champlain. The timber of 
the buildings~has been put together with 
wooden pins, and the hand-wrought iron 
hinges and latches have been faithfully re- 
produced in the manner of early seventeenth 
we i workmanship. The chimneys have 
been built with local field stones collected 
nearby, and the bricks used in the construc- 
tion of the-bake oven, blackmiths’ forge, and 
for lining fireplaces were made at the site b 
two old-time brickmakers. All má ól Í 
where exposed to view has been: hewn and 
adzed by broad-axemen in the old manner. 

The task oi delving into the past and 
making a faithful restoration involved} much 
historical and archeological research, | which 
was carried out in co-operation with several 
prominent historians and argheologists, in- 
cluding Mrs. Frederick A. Richardson and 
C. C. Pinckney, both of Boston, Mass., who 
represented the Associates of Port Royal; 
Dr. C. W. Currelly, of the Royal Ontario 
Museum, Toronto; Charles W. Jefferys, of 
York Mills, Ontario, and Dr. J. Clarence 
Webster and D. C. Harvey, both of the 
Historic Sites and Monuments Board of 
Canada. 

By a scientific method of soil reading em- | 
ployed in an exploratory survey the actual 
site of the habitation and the boundaries of 
the various buildings, as well as the positions 
of most of the fireplaces and the well in the 
courtyard, were established. Then the soil 
was sifted and removed down to the original 
building levels, and the positions of all lines 
and corners of the buildings were staked.

FINNISH STEAMER 
REACHES DUBLIN

The Finnish steamer Brita (2,621 tons), 
which narrowly escaped disaster fifty 
miles off Cape Clear (County Cork) last 
week, arrived at the North W all, Dublin, 
on Saturday, and is due to discharge her 
cargo of linseed cake, brought from 
Buenos Aires, to-day. ' 

Gunnar Weekman, the chief mate, said 
that on last Thursday afternoon he heard 
a loud explosion, and sighted a sub- 
marine some distance from his boat. Two 
torpedoes, he thought, had been fired. 
The twenty-six members of the Brita’s 
crew took to the lifeboats, but rejoined 
their vessel on seeing that she -had 
remained afloat and was apparently little 
damaged. 


PRISONERS OF WAR 


HOW THEY ARE LOOKED 
AFTER

The belligerent countries already have made 
a number of prisoners of war. The care of 
these prisoners is & matter of some import- 
ance, and is carefully regulated by the 
‘* International Convention Relative to the 
Treatment of Prisoners of War.” 

As soon as war breaks out the belligerent 
powers must set up an official bureau to give 
information about the prisoners of war in 
their country. A central agency is also estab- 
lished in a neutral country for the purpose 
of collecting information regarding prisoners, 
through both official and private channels, 
and of transmitting this information as 
rapidly as possible to the prisoner’s own 
country. This agency is the Central Agency 
for Prisoners of War, set up by the Inter- 
national Red Cross Committee in Geneva. 
Representatives of the ‘‘ protecting powers ”’ 
~—the United States for Great Britain and 
Switzerland for Germany—are allowed to 


prisoners, and have access to all premises 
occupied by them. Representatives of the 
International Red Cross Committee also “visit 
the camps and report on the conditions. 
Within a week of his arrival in a prison 
camp a prisoner may send a postcard to his 
family telling them of his capture and state 
of health. 

Prisoners of war in Germany are allowed 
to send the following communications per 
month :—Officers and civilians, three letters 
and four postcards; other ranks, two letters 
and four postcards. All correspondence to 
and from prisoners of war is transmitted r-st 
free. Relatives and friends of prisoners may 
write as frequently as they wish. 

The food rations of prisoners must be 

equivalent in quantity and quality to that of 
the dépét troops. and prisoners must be given 
facilities for preparing any additional food 
they may possess. Canteens must be installed 
in the prison camps, where prisoners can 
procure food and other articles at local market 
prices. Prisoners may have parcels of food, 
clothing, and books sent to them. 
Prisoners of war must be _ medically 
examined once a month, and each camp must 
have an infirmary for sick men. Article 68 of 
the Convention provides for the repatriation 
of prisoners who are seriously wounded. 
Medical Commissions, composed of one mem- 
ber of the detaining Power and two neutral 
representatives, must be set up to examine 
sick of wounded prisoners. 

““ Complete freedom in the performance of 
their religious duties, including attendance at 
the Service of their faith,’’ is another proviso 
of the Convention. 

Officer prisoners receive from the detaining 
Power the same pay as officers of correspond- 
ing rank in the armed forces of that Power, 
provided that such pay does not exceed that 
to which they were entitled in the armed 
forces of the country which they were serv- 
ing. Other ranks, says the Convention, should 
be paid for any work they undertake.

Country Lawyer 


American Life in the 
Old Days

‘| ss book has'been topping the library 


lists in America for some time past, 
and it deserves to take an equally high 
place in the lists on this side of the 
Atlantic. Bellamy Partridge has written 
the story of his father, Samuel Selden 
Partridge, Attorney-at-Law, who was the 
guide, philosopher and friend of the 
people in the little town of Phelps, New 
York, during the latter half of the last 
century. 
It was at that time that small town 
life in the United..States was at its best: 
it was before the days of technocracy and 
the attendant evils which have done so 
much to upset rural life; in other 
countries besides America. . 
It must be understood that the lawyer's 
position in the United States is somewhat 
differeTnt from that on this side of the 
Atlantic. In the United States the 
attorney-at-law is the one and only kind 
of lawyer: having qualified, he may do 
any type of legal work from the drafting 
of a will to taking dn appeal to the 
Supreme Court. The courts, too, operate 
on a different system. The local court 
(under a justice of the peace) deals with 
minor cases ; more serious cases go to the 
trial or district courts.. Each set of State 
courts has its own Supreme Court, which 
is the final arbiter of legal questions of 
that particular State. The United States 
Supreme Court decides all major issues 
of Federal jurisdiction. 


A Lawyer's Notebook 


Samuel Selden Partridge hung his sign 
from the limb of a tree, and set to work 
to build up a practice in Phelps. The 
book deals. with some of the; many cases— 
from horse-stealing to arson—with whith 
he was associated during his long life. 
For more than fifty years “he was* the 
country lawyer who came to know his 
clients as friends; for the last ten years 
of his life his son (the author of this gae 
was his partner. Fortunately, Samue 
Partridge was a fine story-teller, and his 
son has handled his material well; old 
files, the recollections of men who served 
on trial juries, and an old notebook of the 
country lawyer provided further informa- 
tion. ‘The notebook seems to have been a 
particularly fruitful source, and it is 

robable that Mr. Partridge (senior) may 
ave had the idea of writing a book 
himself—some day. The book sketched the 
outline of some incidents, and gave pages 
of dialogue about others and often little 
pieces of description. 


Horse and Buggy Days 


The book is not_only a record of the work 
of the country lawyer; it is an excellent 
ES of small town life. 'The author 
as the ability to make his characters 
live—sometimes rather difficult, even when 
they were real and not fictitious persons. 
Families who delighted in a good legal 
fight, justices who were merely political 
pawns, and others who were re@lly honest 
men, striving to do a job of work properly, 
all came in contact with thé country 
lawyer. We meet them all in this book. 
Modern methods of communication have 
caused the country lawyer—the man who 
played such a prominent part in American 
country life from the days of Lincoln to 
those cf Coolidge—to pass from the scene. 
The attractiveness of life in the cities and 
towns has drawn all the best legal talent 
away from rural districts, and rapid trans- 
port enables their clients to reach them 
sm as easily as they reached the country 
awyer in the horse and buggy days. 
There is a charm ‘about the story which 
Mr. Partridge tells, a charm which we 
may not expect to find in any book about 
a modern lawyer.

Neville Chamberlain, By Derek Walker 
Smith. London: Robert Hale. 15/- net. 


EVILLE CHAMBERLAIN lacks the 
theatrical flair, and, consequently, 
no matter what the outcome of the present 
war or-his part in it, it is unlikely that 
he ever will be so popular a figure as, for 
example, Mr. Lloyd George was in the 
last war. A great dea] of this biography 
by Mr. Derek Walker Smith is devoted to 
Neville Chamberlain’s years as Prime 
Minister, to the political and inter- 
national crises of recent years, to the 
events in Spain, the Far East, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland, to Berchtesgaden, 
Bad Godesberg, and Munich. 

The earlier chapters are concerned with 
the family background, Mr. Chamberlain’s 
‘work on the sisal plantations of Andros 
Island, his business life in Birmingham 
and with his association with municipal 
politics, culminating in his election as 
Lord Mayor of that city; and, most im- 
portant of all, with his work for the cause 
of housing in Great Britain during his 
three terms of office at the Ministry of 
Health. 


Minister of Health 


‘Without under-valuing his work as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, it may be 
said that Neville Chamberlain’s reputa- 
tion up to his appointment as Premier 
rested mainly on his record at the 
Ministry of Health. That is not a spec- 
tacular office. Even the Ministry of 
Transport under a Hore-Belisha or the 
Postmaster-Generalship under a Kingsley 
Wood is a more .exciting part of Minis- 
terial duty, But Mr. Chamberlain put 
into it so much solid work and natural 
business ability that, had’ it not been for 
Mr. Hitler, he would have been remem- 
bered best in the years to come for his 
Housing Acts. 

The people o* all countries like thea- 
trical figures ior their chiefs, but all that 
Neville Chamberlain has given the people 
of Britain is his umbrella, The citizen 
who based his estimates on superficial 
impressions might prefer that a Churchill 
or an Eden should be at Britain’s helm, 
but when Mr. Chamberlain’s record is 
seriously examined, as in such a book as 
this, it is found that his actions and his 
policy have been sound yirtually all along 
the line. His great defects are his defects 
as a mob leader, and the fact that he is 
old—he was over forty before he entered 
national politics at all, It, does not 
follow that every one, even every Conserva- 
tive, will accept as right everything that 
Neville. Chamberlain ‘has done in the last 
few years. He was. responsible to some 
extent for the failure of Britain to come 
to. an agreement with Russia before 
Germany stepped in. Mr. Walker Smith 
thinks that he was, wise. “Whether he was 
or not we may be able to judge when 
everything connected with the war and the 
events leading up to it can be examined in 
greater perspective. 


**Man of Peace” 


Nevillu Chamberlain is described in the 

sub-title to this book as the “ Man of 
Peace,” He was wise to pursue the cause 
of peace, for thé reason that Britain was 
not fit to go to war, but the motives 
of the man were free from considerations 
of national selfishness or national safety. 
He pursued the ideal because it was the 
right and humane thing to do. On 2nd 
September lasi, when war was being held 
off for a few hours by a feeble, flickering 
movement towards negotiation, the House 
of Commons was ready to howl him down. 
It is a sorry travesty of the truth when 
enemy propaganda tells the British people 
that they were “led” into the present 
war by their leaders, The leaders saw 
that war was necessary, but, if they had 
not, the tide of English public opinion 
would have swept them into it. 
When the time came, Mr. Chamberlain 
took the path that duty dictated, but he 
admitted a sense of failure when he said: 
“ Everything that I have worked for, 
everything that I have hoped for, every- 
thing that I have believed in, during my 
public life, has crashed in ruins.”

MARITIMES. TAKE UP 
MANAGEMENT

With a view to improving the management 
of farm woodlots in the Maritime Provinces, 
short, courses of instruction on this important, 
phase of forestry are now being provided at 
the Acadia Forest Experiment Station, near 
Fredericton, N.B. These courses have been 
made possible through the co-operation of 
the Governments of Prince Edward Island, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and the 
Dominion Forest Service of the Department 
of Mines and Resources, Ottawa, and are to 
be given annually. In each case they will 
last from six to eight weeks, and are available 
to a selected group of farmers’ sons from 
each of the three provinces concerned. 

This activity started in the fall of 1937, 
when the Dominion Forest Service was 
requested by the Government of Prince 
Edward Island to make an investigation of 
the possible aid that could be given to the 
province in solving its forest problems. As 


the forest holdings on Prince Edward 
Island are largely in the hands of 
the farmers, it was decided that the 


most effective assistance would be through 
organised publicity and demonstration in 
handling woodlots. Accordingly, a short, 
course in woodlot management to be attended 
by sons of farmers who owned woodlots was 
organised at the Acadia Station. The first 
course opened on November Ist of the same 
year, and was so successful that the other 
Maritime Provinces requested a similar 
arrangement, 

The courses are practical rather than 
theoretical. The aim is to teach the students 
through lectures and demonstrations the 
value of the forest resources and the proper 
treatment of the woodlot, so as to obtain 
the greatest possible continuous financial re- 
turns. Approximately half of the time is 
spent in the lecture room, and the remaining 
time in the forest doing practical work. On 
the completion of the course, each student is 
ualified to survey his home woodlot, and to 
ecide on the proper method of treatment. 
He has sufficient knowledge to not only mark 
trees to the best advantage into different pro- 
trees to the best advantage, into different pro- 
ducts, such as logs, pit-props, pulpwood and 
fuelwood.

War orders placed by the Canadian Govern- 


represent the productive effort of 45,000 men 
working a full year, and many factories in 
the Dominion are now working day and night 
on war requirements. Hon. C. D. Howe, 
Canadian Minister of Transport, in a recent 
informative talk on Canada’s war efforts over 
a national radio net-work, dealt at length on 
Canada’s industrial production, which he 
called ‘‘The Second Front Line.” The sum 
of money represented in the orders now 
placed for war supplies, he said, “ amounts to 
about $65,000,000, and in addition the Board 
has expended $25,000,000 for the purchase of 
railway locomotives and cars, for rental to our 
-railroads, as an insurance that Canadian mer- 
chandise, munitions, and men can kept 
rolling to our seaports, on their way toward 
the first front line.’’ 

Illustrative of the rapid acceleration of 
Canada’s industrial productive powers to meet 
wartime requirements, Hon. Mr. Howe pointed 
out that the weekly production of jackets of 
the sweater type had been increased to 
10,000, blankets to 20,000, boots to 15,000 
pairs, gloves to 13,000 dozen pairs, uniforms 
to 7,000, socks to 12,000 pairs, underwear to 
19,000 suits, and great coats to 3,500. As an 
indication of how production had been in- 
creased, he pointed out that the outpat 
of gloves had expanded tenfold, that 
of blankets more than three-fold and other 
articles at a corresponding rate. All the 
men of Canada’s First Division departed for 
overseas completely equipped with full com- 
plement of uniforms, great coats, underwear, 
caps, socks and boots, and personal equipment 
of all kinds, from ground sheet to razor 
blades. Members of the Canadian Navy are 
likewise completely equipped, and the forces 
still in Canada are now receiving the balance 
of their equipment. 

Not only does the War Supply Board 
attend to the purchasing of equipment for 
the Canadian forces, he said, but rt likewise 
purchases the large quantities of food required 
for the daily rations of the troops, and 
‘*every precaution is being taken to maintam 
a high quality of food for the men and to 
distribute the food supplies in an efficient 
manner.” 

Apart from these purchasing problems, 
involved in meeting the EE reguirements 
of Canada’s troops, the Hon. Mr. Howe stated 
that ‘‘there is the larger question of pur- 


chasing machines and munitions of war. 
These include such articles as motor 
vehicles, aeroplanes, machine-guns, artillery 
of all t , tanks, shells and ammuni- 
tion. Machanicel warfare of the present 
day requires mechanical supplies on 

e 


quantities unknown in earlier wars.” 
minister stated that a number oí ordera have 
been placed by the War Supply Board for 
the British Government for munitions and 
mechanical war equipment. These orders, 
he said, have been largely of the educational 
type, to enable our industries to equip for 
the future ‘full scale production. Great Britain 
has had a large and distinguished group of 
urchasing experts in Canada since the out- 
break of war, who have been studying the 
Dominion’s productive capacity and who are 
st ype to place orders when the time of 
n comes. Hon. Mr. Howe stated that 
‘Canada has already been organised as a 
second source of supply for British munitions, 
and there is little doubt that our full pro- 
ductive capacity will be needed before the 
struggle ends.’’ I 

In conclusion, Hon. Mr. Howe stated that 
he and all those associated with him in the 
activities of the War Supply Board will spare 
neither personal effort nor any resources at 
their , to see to it “that the armed 
forces of the Dominion are the best fed, the 
en and the best equipped in the. 
world, . .

A RECORD MINERAL 
OUTPUT 


Canadian mining hit a new high in 1959 
when the output reached a value o 
$470,179,000, an increase of 6 per cent. over 
1938 and 3 per cent. over the previous high 
record of $457,359,092 established in 1957. 
New output records were established for 
antimony, gold, copper, zinc, nickel, cad- 
mium, crude petroleum, natural gas, 
gypsum, sulphur and lime. Several gold 
mines reached the production stage and the 
gold productive field was widened. . Iron ore was 


produced on a commercial scale for the first . 


time in sixteen years, Several new oil wells 
were brought into production in the Turner 
Valley field in Alberta. Considerable pro- 
specting and development work occurred in 
connection with the search for metals and 
ores which have not as yet been produced to 
any great extent in Canada. 

Metals as a group were valued at 
$339,534,000, an increase of 5 per cent. over 
1938. Fuels, age coal, crude petroleum 
and natural gas, totalled $70.757,000, repre- 
senting an increase of 9 per cent. Non- 
metalics, other than fuels, aggregated 
$24,427,000 compared with $20,066,125, and 
structural materials reached a value of 
$35,461,000, a gain of 5 per cent. over 1938. 

Gold production amounted to 5,045,766 fine 
ounces, valued at $151,274,189, compared with 
4,725,117 fine ounces valued at $166,205 ,990 
in 1938, establishing new records in both 
uantity and value. Fields thas were under 
development during the past two or three 
years came into production in 1959, and 22 
new gold milling plants began operations. 
Gains in output were recorded in every pro- 
vince except Manitoba. The output from the 
placer mines in Yukon showed an increase, 
and the steady production from the mines in 
the Yellowknife area of the north-west 
territories definitely put this area on the map 
as @ commercial source of gold.

TURKEY 


The Russian Press says nothing 
about British warships in the north, 
but -great space is given to rumours 
of Turkish defence preparations. 
Observers regard this as a sure sign 
that the situation in the north is con- 
sidered by the Kremlin as the more 
serious, says the Tallinn Telegram. 

‘A Russian motorised detachment yester- 
day reached the suburbs of Viborg, and at 
the same time 1,200 parachutists were 
launched on the town, according to the 
Giornale d’Italia. 

The parachutists were intended to take 
the town by storm, but were dispersed by 
a blizzard before they landed and were 
all taken prisoner. 

The motorised unit was, in the circum- 
stances, forced to retreat. 

A Press Association War Special 
Helsinki telegram states that little 
news has reached Helsinki from 
‘Viborg, and speculation is rife about 
its probable fate. 

It is considered that the capture of 
Viborg would bring little strategic 
advantage to the Russians, while any 
moral prestige to be gained would be 
greatly diminished by the time taken over 
the task, and the great losses suffered in 
men and material. 

The present Finnish front, it is 
suggested, may have to be modified in the 
Bay of Viborg, where several islands will 
probably have to be abandoned because of 
their difficult position; but, according to 
the Finnish military authorities, these are 
no longer of great importance. 

It is also possible that the coastal 
batteries on Koivisto Island will soon 
have to be withdrawn owing to the 
uncertain condition of the ice, which 
may not bear the weight of heavy 
artillery much longer. 


THE NEW FRONT LINE 


The position of the front line on the 
Karelian Isthmus is now beginning to 
show more clearly, states a Press Associa- 
tion War Special Stockholm telegram. 
Between Taipale, in the extreme east, and 
the northern point of Lake Muola, the 
Finns are stated to have held their 
ground. From there the line runs south- 
west to Liepesuo, and then north-west to 
Naykijaervi by way of Kamarz, where the 
railway station has been the object of 
repeated Russian attacks.

R. SUMNER WELLES, United

State, arrived here to-night to begin

Mr. Welles told the journalists that he 
hoped to accomplish his purpose “‘ well 
and quickly,’’ but he refused to comment 
on the scope of his mission. 


OFFICIAL CALLS 


He added that all the information he 
could possibly give them throughout his 
trip in Europe would be the times of the 
trains he would be taking. 

According to present arrangements, Mr. 
Welles will start his official calls to- 
morrow morning with a talk with Count 
Ciano. In the afternoon he is expected 
to see Signor Mussolini. If it can be 
arranged in time, he will have an audi- 
ence with the Pope on Wednesday and 
leave Rome the same evening. If, how- 
ever, the audience cannot be fixed for 
Wednesday, he intends to leave Rome 
that morning.

This statement was contained in in- 
formation conveyed to Lord Halifax, 
British Foreign Secretary, on Satur- 
day by the Norwegian Legation in 
London, according to an official 
statement in Oslo, which discloses 
that the Altmark captain lied to the 

orwegians about the presence of 


Britons aboard his ship. 

The Norwegian Legation in London on 
Saturday informed Lord Halifax: ‘‘ The 
German steamer was stopped by a 
Norwegian torpedo-boat in Norwegian 
territorial waters on February 14th, and 
the Geman captain declared that his ship 
was on the route Port Arthur-Texas- 
Germany. 

“The Altmark was armed with small 
anti-aircraft guns for self-defence, but 
they had been taken down before the ship 
_entered Norwegian territorial waters. 

‘Later the Altmark was stop by 
another Norwegian torpedo-boat, the com- 
mander of which asked whether she had 
on board persons belonging to another 
belligerent’s navy or seamen who were 
subjects of another belligerent. 

“The captain replied, ‘No.’ 

“When the Altmark was stopped a 
third time, north of Bergen, the captain 
refused to let his ship be searched. He 
said that she had already been inspected, 
and, as she was an auxiliary ship of the 
German Navy, she had the same im- 
munity as a warship. The Norwegian 
authorities, he said, were not entitled by 
international law to make further investi- 
gations or to prevent the ship proceeding 
in Norwegian territorial waters.

SAFELY 


T HE British Air Ministry yesterday 

annonnced: .“* Aircraft of. the 
Royal Air Force on Saturday carried 
out reconnaissance flights over the 
IAR gr ye Bight and over North- 
West Germany. e of our aircraft 
was attacked by five Messerschmitts, 
-Having repulsed six separate attacks, 
our aircraft returned home safely 
after completing the task."’ 

The R.A.F. ‘plane which was intercepted 
and attacked by enemy fighters was a 
Bristol Blenheim belonging to the bomber 
command, Despite the superior speed of 


its opponents and the fact that one of its 
guns was virtually out of action during 
the engagement, the British aircraft was 
able to evade its attackers and return 
safely to its base. During the action the 
bomber was hit six times by machine-gun 
fire, but the crew escaped injury. 


DROPPED PAMPHLETS 


A Press Association War Special claim 


that on Thursday night British pilots re- 


peated a successful reconnaissance of 
January 12, when they flew over Austria 
and Czechoslovakia. They followed this 
up on Friday by other flights over Prague 
and North-West Germany, during which 
they visited Kiel, Hamburg and Bremen. 
The flight over Czechoslovakia on Friday 
night was a leaflet-dropping expedition, 
hundreds of thousands of pamphlets being 
scattered over Prague. 

A special correspondent, describing the 
work of dropping leaflets, states :— 

‘‘The pamphleis, weighing sometimes 
half a ton in all, are in heavy packages 
of stiff brown paper tied up with 
thick cord. Unwrapping them has taken 
as long as thirty minutes at the cost of 
sore fingers and a blunted knife. By this 
time the aircraft may be over its objective, 
and no time must be lost. Now reduced 
to bundles, the pamphlets are thrown

CLOUD OF PAPER 


‘‘More than once the rubber band hold- 
ing them together has slipped off before, 
as is intended, it is torn away by the 
slip-stream of the aircraft. Then the 
bomb-aimer, usually the second pilot, has 
been caught in a cloud of paper shot back 
by a powerful up-draught into the ’plane. 

“While lacking the hazards of raids 
over Heligoland, Sylt and Borkum, these 
flichts tests the nerves, as well as the 
skill, of all members of the crew to a 
high degree.

FOR LOCATING 
CABLES 


NEW SWEDISH 
INVENTION

A 


A new instrument which makes it possible 
to locate accurately and rapidly underground 


cables and piping has been constructed by a 
Swedish firm and used with favourable re- 
sults. 

Complefe maps of, particularly, old under- 
ground networks are often non-existant, and, 
as resistance instruments employed have been 
found not always to-wark accurately, the 


determination of the ~~ of cables and 
gas and water mains for the carrying out of 
repairs, etc., often is a very expensive and 
laborious undertaking.. The new device, con- 
structed by the Swedish Ericsson Company 
is. Hfewever, said to be a most reliable and 
handy contrivance for the purpose. 

The cable finder, as the instrument is 
called, consists of three separate parts: a 
transmitter buzzer, a cable finder, with built- 
in frame aerial, and a finder coil. The 
measurement is based on the principle that 
an electro-magnetic field produced by an 
alternating current in a metallic conductor 
can be heard in a telephone receiver. This 
alternating current is produced by the trans- 
mitter buzzer, which is connected to one end 
of the cable or piping to be investigated and. 
to the earth. y carrying the cable finder 
in the direction of the cable, the exact 
position. of the latter is easily determined 
through the intensity of the spund in the ear 
‘phones, which is strongest right over the 
cable. In this way cannot be fixed only the 
exact position of a cable, but also the exact 
place of, e.g., an earth leakage, as the

leakage has arisen without it being possible 
to discover any visible injury to the armour- 
ing of the cable after excavating it, the third 
part of the instrument, the finder coil, is em- 
ployed.

FINLAND

ART TREASURES TO AID 
a tam ' 


The Swedish National Fund for Finland, 
which up to the middle of January brought 
in about nine million kroner (£530,000), has 
not only received money from all quarters of 
the country, but also precious art and family 
treasures of the most various kinds. The 
objects are generally sold in the ordinary way 
or by auction, and large sums have hitherto 
been obtained in this manner. 

A noteworthy donation of this kind was 
recently made by the famous Swedish 
authoress, Selma Lagerléf, who handed over 
two literary gold medals. to the fund; the 
large gold medal of the Swedish Academy 
and the gold medal she received in connection 
with the Nobel Prize for Literature. The 
medals were accothpanied by a lefter briefly 
stating: '' They cannot Se used better than 
to bring aid to the land of Runeberg and 
Topelius’’ (famous Finnish nineteenth 
century poets). 

Many sportsmen have also donated their 
cups and medals to the Finland Fund and 
the value of these golden and silver gifts 
amounts to several thousand kroner. 

A auction in favour of Finland, 
described as the most remarkable one ever 
held in Sweden, will take place in Stockholm 
in February. On this occasion will be sold 
a number of specially rare and precious books 
and manuscripts, donated by libraries and 


on this auction wi'l be a copy of the fascimile 
issue of Codex Argenteus, received from the 
University Library of Uppsala. This edition 
was issued in 1927 in connection with the 
450 anniversary of the founding of the 
Uppsala University, and has cost very large 
sums and several years’ work for many of 
Sweden’s foremost scientists. Hitherto no 
copy of it has been available for purchase, 
as it has only been distributed as giff to a 
number of famous public institutions in 
various parts of the world. Large libraries 
and collections have on many occasions tried 
im vain to buy a copy of this edition, and it 
is, therefore, expected that the planned book 
auction will attract a considerable interest 
also from abroad. 


BANFF-JASPER 
HIGHWAY 


TO BE OPENED NEXT 


JULY 
— 


The official opening of the Banff-Jasper 
Highway will take place Dominion Day, July 
1, 1940, it is announced by the Department 
of Mines and Resources, Ottawa. One of the 
most ambitious of Canada’s scenic highway 
projects, the new road provides a direct link 
between the great mountain playgrounds of 
Banff and Jasper National Parks in Alberta, 
shortening the distance between the resorts of 
Banff and Jasper to 186 miles instead of a 
5ll-mile drive required by previous motor 
routes. The new highway enables motorists 
to pass through a mountain fastness formerly 
impenetrable except by saddle-horse and pack- 
train, and opens up regions of unrivalled 
beauty and scenic grandeur. 

Designed to provide safe mountain 
motoring, the road follows level stretches of 
valley and climbs or descends mountain sides 
in smooth, gentle curves. The minimum road 


‘width is 18 feet, but the actual travel way 
| is generally wider, especially on curves. The 


average maximum grade is eight per cent., 
and it does not reach ten per cent. at any 
—-- Along the highway facilities provided 
or the convenience of the travelling public 
include modern chalets, auto bungalow camps, 
public as and picnic grounds with 
outdoor fireplaces. 

Some of the highlights of a motor drive 
over this colourful mountain road include Bow 
Lake, Mistaya and North Saskatchewan River 
Valleys, Sunwapta Pass, Athabaska Glacier, 
Sunwapta Falls, and Athabaska Lookout. The 
highway passes within a few hundred feet of 
cy ae, Glacier, the second largest ice 
tongue to issue from the huge Columbia Ice- 
field, the g atest body of ice south of the 
Arctic Circle. 

In addition to uniting two of Canada’s 
great natronal rks, the new mountain 
road connects with the main highway systems 
of Canada and the United States, and gives 
motorists from all parts of the continent 
access to the rugged grandeur of the territory 
nestling beneath and paralleling the line of 
the mam peaks of the Canadian Rockies.

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AN ANALYSIS OF FIELD-MARSHAL COERINC's

HERE has lately been much talk about 
7 the Near East, where General Weygand

GOERING'S SPEECH 
Last week Field-Marshal Goering broad- 


casted to German farmers some remarks that 
call for a short analysis. He called for a 
“gigantic effort” in the cultivation sphere 
as soon as tillage is resumed. The significance 
of this call does not arise from any present 
shortage of essentials, because nothing such, 
of a decisive character, exists in Germany. 
All that was intended was to ensure that 
Germany shall not be caught napping in the 
matter of food as she was caught during the 
1914-18 war. | 
German agricultural production practically 
collapsed during the last war, especially after 
the first year or so. Thus, as regards bread- 
stuffs (wheat, barley and rye), the pre-war 
figure fell to well below three-fourths in 
1916, while in the two last years it was but 
little over 50 per cent. he situation as 
regards the potato crop was definitely worse— 
for the last three years of the war the out- 
put was well below 50 per cent, of the pre- 
war figure. This progressive diminution was 
due partly to the lesser acreage tilled, but 
also—and even more—to the lack of 
fertilisers. Take, for instance, these figures 
as to average crops as regards the various 
cereals, The figures give the number of 
metric quintels (2 cwt.) per hectare (2)

Obviously the drop is enormous. Nor can 
the situation in this respect be bettered ap- 
preciably to-day, because fertilisers cannot be 
imported any more than on the former occa- 
sion. 


LESS LIVE-STOCK 


There was a corresponding falling off in’ 
respect of live stock; beef cattle dropped 
from 20 million head to 16 million, and pigs 
from 17 million to 14. Sheep rose from 5 
million to 6 million, but this was only by 
reason of land going out of cultivation. 
Horses fell in the first war year from i 
millions to 34 millions—a drop of 1,200, 
head. These were, of course, casualties of 
the ‘‘ war of movement,” of 1914-15. Horses, 
by the way, are absolutely essential for Ger- 
man tillage to-day; with her present oil fuel 
shortage there can be no question of 
any mechanised agriculture at the moment. 
No doubt, however, Poland has been drawn 
on to the full in this matter of horse 
requisition. 

Apart from this one item of working 
horses, Germany can hardly expect any 
serious addition of food supplies from her 
recent acquisitions and conquests. Neither 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia nor Poland had any 
really important food surplus—either of live- 
stock of crops. These countries could feed 
their own people all right, but they were 
not food-exporters in any real sense. Ger- 
many will, thus, have to depend on her own 
production for all practical purposes, As we 
know, she had a fine harvest in 1939, and 
the situation as regards live-stock is also 
sound enough. Indeed, the pig census in 
1 had risen to 26,000,000 head. The 
reduction in fish, due to the naval war, must 
be set against this to some extent. 

It works down, then, to estimating the 
rate at which German agricultural produc- 
tion will diminish. Mention has been made 
of. the fertiliser question, Another point is 
industrial tillage. Take, for instance, these 
recent big jumps in oil-seed acreage.

These are matters 
calling for very careful balancing. 

It seems fairly certain that German agri- 
cultural output will diminish gradually. If 
the intensive periods—i.e., seed-time and 
harvest—coincided with periods of intensive 
war effort, obviously the output would be 
further reduced very materially. Thus, prior 
‘to last September’s campaign in Poland, no 
fewer than 100,000 “ Labour Front ’’ workers 
were in .East Prussia alone. They made 
certain of the harvest; and only then invaded 


Poland. 
TONNAGE WAR 


Those who thought that the German warfare 
on merchant shipping had not- been mastered 
have been proved to be in the right. The 
week ending the 18th inst. was the heaviest 
to date—due, in part to the new aero-naval 
form: of attack, The amount of tonnage sunk 
was over 100,000—well over twice the average 
for ‘the war, as a whole, and more than in 
any “ restricted”’ week of the sast war. One 
cannot, however, judge by a week; a month- 
to-month survey is required to form a really 
sound approximation to the facts and their 


likely consequences. In addition, there 


comes from South America the report that 
either the Deutschland or the Admiral 
Scheer—sisters of the Graf Spee—is in the 
South Atlantic. It is an area the Germans 
cannot afford to neglect in any naval struggle 
with England. 
Another aerial development is not im- 


probable—a German bomber attack on French. 


aerodromes—a sort of Western edition of 
the opening aerial moves in Poland. The 
aim would be to partially blind the Allied 
Air Forces, by depriving them of base 
facilities. Needless to say, it will be a 
different proposition from bombing the Polish 
aerodromes. The A.A, defences are really 
serious, and the number of fighter squadrons 
available for counter-atack is now very im- 
nt.

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FILMS FOR SCHOOL 
CHILDREN 


— 
NATIONAL INSTITUTE 
SUGGESTED 


When a headmaster had given his views 
on the use of films in school during a dis- 
cussion at the Irish Film Society’s resumed 
conference on ‘‘ The Child and the Film” in 
the Classic Cinema, Terenure, on Saturday, a 
schoolboy described his experience of films 
as a means of education. He had been a 
pupil at one of the first schools to use sound 
films, and he believed that they had proved 
very successful, particularly in holding in- 
terest and in “draining off some of the 
surplus energy.” 

he Rev. R. 8. Devane, 8.J., considered 
that the Government should be induced to 
set up a national film institute: a central 
body, and even a small national production 
unit, was required, 

Father Devane said that he was not alone 
in the belief that crime films did have an 
effect on the child mind. 

Another speaker considered that a national 
film institute could be made a paying 
organisation without a subsidy from the 
Government. Each cinema programme of two 
hours should have at least a fifteen-minute 
film produced in Ireland. Money raised in 
this way could subsidise the provision of pro- 
jectors in the schools. Le i 

Commander B. T. Coote (Civics Institute), 
in a paper on “ The Film and Child Recrea- 
tion,” said that no cultural or educational 
films shown in school hours would have as 
much effect as films which were seen by the 
children in their own time. No child under 
the age of 14 should be allowed to go to 
any but children's cinema performances. if 
this was done it would be an advantage to 
producers to make special films for the 
children: cinema managers who broke up 
their children’s programmes with “shorts 
were working on the right lines. Children 
should be taught, through films, to dis- 
criminate between beauty and ugliness, right 
and wrong. Films showing the right forms of 
play also should be shown. — 

Film work in other countries was surveyed 
in a paper by Miss Patricia Hutchins, who 
expressed the opinion that films and school 
broadcasts should be linked up. In Germany 
17,000 film pxojectors were available among 
70,000 educational institutions ; in France 
about 9,000 rural centres had film equipment;

BREEDING OF TURKEYS. 


Times, the Poultry Corr “spondent says: 


that a turkey’s natural instinct when lay- 


will lay all her eggs in it. 

As laid, the eggs should be removed every 
day and carefully stored, placing. artificial 
eggs in their stead. If ‘only one dummy 
egg is left in the nest, the hen may be 
induced to lay more than if a batch of 
dummies is accumulated by replacing 
each new-laid egg by its empty substi- 
tute. When the turkey has begun to sit, 
the substitute eggs should be removed 
and the real batch restored. If the place 
where the turkey has elected to lay and 
sit is considered unsuitable, a suitable } 
nest should be prepared, and at night 
the sitcing bird and the ges transferred 
to it. Being night-time, the turkey will 
probably settle down peacefully, and next 
day will be quite acclimatised.
